Dad attacked 
wife and police 


A SOHAM father has plead¬ 
ed guilty to assaulting his 
wife and resisting police 
over the festive period. 

Keith Davies appeared 
at Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court on New Year’s Eve. 

He admitted a count of as¬ 
sault, assault on a police of¬ 
ficer, and resisting a police 
officer. 

Police were called to West 
Drive Gardens at 8pm on 
December 29. 

Giles Beaumont, pros¬ 
ecuting, told the court that 
Davies, 49, had been kicked 
out of the house having

punched his wife in the face 
and on the back of the head 
two days earlier. 

He said: “Mr Davies was 
banging on the door and 
shouting and he had clearly 
been drinking. 

“His wife said that their 
four children were in the 
house, and she told the po¬ 
lice she was scared and up¬ 
set and she had noticed that 
Davies had a kitchen knife 
with him on the other side of 
the door.” 

Two police officers attend¬ 


ed the scene - and despite 
being cuffed, Davies “kicked 
out” at them and made con¬ 
tact with a police constable’s 
leg, Mr Beaumont added. 

The court also heard 
Davies had depression but 
stopped taking medication. 

Speaking from the dock, 
Davies told the court he was 
“very ashamed” of his ac¬ 
tions. 

Hamish Ross, chief magis¬ 
trate, released Davies on bail 
- with the condition he must 
stay 200m from his home. 
Davies will return to court 
on January 21 for sentence. 
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Shooting victim’s 
family pay tribute 
to devoted father 


THE family of shooting victim Jes¬ 
sie Smith, whose body was found 
in Burwell on New Year’s Day, have 
paid tribute to him. 

Mr Smith, known as Jess, lived at 
Common Road, Potton, Bedford¬ 
shire and was described as a “good 
man” and devoted father. 

In a statement Mr Smith’s family 
said: “Jess was a lovely husband and 
you couldn’t find a better father. 

“He was a good man. We felt hon¬ 
oured to have him as the head of 
our family.” 

Mr Smith, who was 36, died as a

result of a gunshot wound to the 
back, according to a post mortem 
examination carried out last week. 

Mr Smith’s body was found in the 
street at First Drove at 2am. 

Armed officers were on the 
scene, with plain-clothed police, 
patrol cars, police vans, and crime 
scene investigators. 

A forensic tent covered the scene, 
while forensic teams searched for 
clues. 


A cordon remained in place 
throughout the day, with police pa¬ 
trols continuing in the surrounding 
area. 

The ambulance service said one 
man was also taken to Adden- 
brooke’s with facial injuries. 

He suffered minor injuries in¬ 
cluding bruising and has been dis¬ 
charged from hospital. 

DCI Jason Gordon said they were 
treating it as an isolated incident 
and were keen to hear from anyone 
who had any information about Mr 
Smith’s death.

A FAMILY from Exning are 
appealing for help after a 
thief pinched their vintage 
postbox.

But when they returned, 
the box was missing - with 
the postman just as con¬ 
fused as to its whereabouts 
as the Street family. 

Now, Samantha fears 
the box, which the fam¬ 
ily bought from an antique 
shop in Ely, has been stolen 
and is appealing for help in 
getting it back. 

She told the News : “The 
mailbox had been in our 
front garden for about four

and a half years. It is our 
proper mailbox for the 
house so now we have no¬ 
where to keep our post. 

“We spoke to the post¬ 
man who said he had been 
keeping our post to one side, 
thankfully, but he thinks it 
went missing as soon as we 
went on holiday.” 

Samantha contacted Suf¬ 
folk police on her return in 
case there were letters inside 
the box when it was taken. 


However, the police said 
there was nothing they 
could do - so the Streets are 
taking on tracking down the 
box themselves.

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Dramatic rescue as horse 
gets foot stuck in railings

MONTY the horse was at the 
centre of a dramatic rescue 
operation - after getting his 
foot stuck between the met¬ 
al bars of his stable. 

Rebecca James and her 
family, of Rosefield Lane, So- 
ham, were woken up in the 
early hours of Friday by loud 
banging coming from one of 
the stables. 

Rebecca, 46, rushed out¬ 
side to find distressed Mon¬ 
ty, a seven-year-old Irish 
Sport Horse, lying on the 
ground with his rear left foot 
wedged in between two of 
the metal bars of his stable 
divider, 4ft off the ground. 

She and her husband, 
Jonathan, who owns local 
family-run firm James Grav¬ 
en Ltd, called the fire service 
and an out-of-hours vet. 

One fire crew from Soham 
and a crew and rescue vehi¬ 
cle from Cambridge went to 
Monty’s aid just after 3.50am 
and carefully cut the metal 
bars before helping to re¬ 
lease him. 

Amazingly, he suffered 
just a cut to his hind leg. 

Mum-of-two Rebecca 
said: “Things could have 
been horrific for Monty and 
we’re over the moon that he’s 
OK. 

“If he had thrashed 
around in the stable with his 
leg caught in that position 
he could have easily broken 
his leg or sustained even 
worse injuries. 

“We are so, so grateful to 
the fire service and the out- 
of-hours vet from Newmar¬ 
ket’s Rossdales Veterinary 
Surgery. Without them, the 
ending certainly wouldn’t 



have been so positive.” 

Rebecca, who has a 
daughter, Emily, 15, and son, 
Joshua, 13, said: “I went out 
to give the horses an apple 
each at around lam, and 
they were all fine. 

“My daughter was then 
woken up by loud banging 
noises coming from the sta¬ 
bles. 

“I rushed out there and to 
see Monty trapped like he 
was was awful. He was really 
distressed so I just started to 
speak to him softly, which 
seemed to calm him down, 
before calling the fire ser¬ 
vice. I didn’t want him to 
panic as he could have re¬ 
ally caused some damage if 
he did. 

“I don’t know how he got 
his foot stuck in between 
the bars - it’s certainly not 


something I’ve ever come 
across before, and certainly 
not something I’d wish to 
happen again - but the only 
thing I can think is that it 
happened when he rolled 
over. 

“The fire service were 
amazing. They knew exactly 
what to do.” 

Rebecca added: “Monty 
has had a thorough check- 
over from the vet and he is 
fine, apart from a cut on his 
leg. 

“We’re amazed and obvi¬ 
ously delighted. We’ve had 
him since he was a foal so 
he’s part of the family. 

“We’re going to be remov¬ 
ing all the bars from the sta¬ 
bles now. I couldn’t bear for 
anything like that to happen 
again and I’d advise all horse 
owners to be cautious.”

Suspended 
sentence for 
man who 
had drugs 

A MAN caught driving into 
Newmarket to sell drugs 
has been given a suspended 
prison sentence. 

Jason Davis, 42, had grown 
the cannabis found in the 
boot of his car when he 
was stopped on Barbara 
Stradbroke Avenue on 
November 7. 

On Monday, Ipswich 
Crown Court heard that 
eight cannabis plants were 
found growing at his home 
in Brindley Road, West 
Bromwich. 

Prosecuting, Charles Kellett 
said that Davis was a "one 
man operation" and the 
quantity of cannabis found 
in his car was significant. 
Davis pleaded guilty to 
possession of cannabis 
with intent to supply and 
production of a class B 
controlled drug. 

Sentencing him to eight 
months imprisonment 
suspended for 18 months, 
Mr Recorder David Pugh 
told Davis that he would 
also remain under probation 
service supervision for 18 
months and be required 
to participate in a drug 
awareness course.

"You could say we've seen the damaging 
side of alcohol, and this is just one 
incentive to get involved in Dry January."

Time to find 
middle ground? 

IN April an Inquiry will consider 
whether to endorse FHDC's 
decision to allow the development 
of Hatchfield Farm. It may be a 
few months, however, before a 
Secretary of State takes the final 
decision. 

Let us take Hatchfield and the 
district's housing requirement out of 
the equation, however, and we are 
left with a stagnating town centre. 
What has been racing's contribution 
to that over the years? 

In the early 60's Newmarket had 
33 trainers and 800 horses; in 1992 
there were 65 trainers and 1,750 
horses; today there are more than 
3,000 horses in training with 79 
licensed trainers. 

The businesses, especially retail 
businesses, that exist owe more to 
the residents of the estates built on 
former (mostly) stud land in the last 
half of the last century: traditional 
retail businesses rely on footfall i.e. 
people spending money. 

What could racing do to improve 
the situation? Well, all racing staff 
could be paid an extra £100 a 
week, some of which might be 
spent in town. That is unlikely to 
happen, however. 

Footfall can be improved by 
having more visitors but that would 
increase traffic in town. 

Racing interests may point to the 
new Home of Horseracing Centre 
as a catalyst for increased visitors 
and trade. It is being built on a plot 
worth some four million pounds, 
owned by FHDC i.e. Council 
Tax Payers; it is funded mostly by 


FHDC, Suffolk County Council, 
the Lottery and the generosity of 
the Maktoum family. It is being 
built on a site which under Racing 
Policy should only be used as racing 
stables. 

I was a member of FHDC's Home 
of Horseracing Working Group back 
in 2007 and suggested then that 
the Centre should be located near 
the Racecourses and the National 
Stud, not least because of inevitable 
traffic and parking problems. 

The solution might be that Park 
Lodge Stables becomes a car park 
and that alternative development 
of the St Gatien and Machell Place 
Stables should be allowed, to 
reduce horse / traffic conflict in the 
vicinity of the centre. Such would 
require variation of current Racing 
Policy, at least some councillors' and 
racing's interpretation of it. 

In their submission to FHDC in 
2010, Jockey Club Estates said there 
was land under their control that 
could be used to build 2,000 extra 
stables / boxes. There is clearly, 
therefore, ample room to have 
alternative yards to the existing 
town centre yards. Such use should 
further reduce horse / traffic safety 
risks; but currently the occupation 
level of stables is a maximum of 
73%, so there is existing spare 
capacity. 

Let us briefly turn to the old eyesore 
of Queensbury Lodge. 

Every scheme that has been 
proposed for there has been 
blocked; yet the blockers blame Bill 
Gredley for the inevitable decay 
of Queensbury Lodge, which is 
patently redundant as a racing yard. 
Where is the sense in that? 

I doubt there would be many that 
wish racing to leave Newmarket 


but a conciliation between the 
racing and non-racing elements of 
Newmarket would surely be in the 
town's best interests.

Bryan Crowder then produced a 
40-question quiz, which took up 
the rest of the time usually as¬ 
signed to the morning’s speaker, 
before the formal business was 
completed.

candidates, help to ensure 
that decisions taken by local 
councils are truly represent¬ 
ative and in the best inerests 
of the whole community 
and are not dictated by party 
politics.

Sad day as market 
is forced to close

quite a community service. A lot 
of elderly people who came into 
Newmarket on a Tuesday came to 
us for a cup of coffee and a cake 
and sat around with their friends 
and met up once a week. 

“But our elderly clients were 
leaving and we weren’t able to 
bring other people in to buy our 
new stuff. 

“We wanted to do something 
about it but we just couldn’t do 
enough to make it work.” 

Sally also said the market may 
have suffered because it was on 
the ‘wrong side of the High Street’.

New link 
proposed 
between 
hotel chain 
and council 

A NATIONAL chain of ho¬ 
tels has proposed a part¬ 
nership with the district 
council so that they can 
“unlock development po¬ 
tential” in the area.

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The fine art of cider¬ 
making is alive and 
kicking in Stretham, 
where apple 
aficionado Charles 
Roberts brews 
Pickled Pig Cider in 
an entirely natural 
way. 

Louise Cummings 
drops in for a taste of 
the award-winning 
brew 



Appley ever after 


I T'S 11 am on a chilly Monday 
morning and I'm drinking cider. Lots 
of it. 

And it's a revelation. My last serious 
foray into cider was as a spotty teen 
("I was 18 guv'nor, honest"), when 
I'd ingest pints of pub cider, so 
synthetic it could double up as paint 
stripper. Often mixed with lager and 
blackcurrant, it had a frothy reddish 
hue and my older brother teased me 
that it would ferment in my stomach 
and pickle my organs (siblings can be 
cruel). 

But this cider is in another league. 
This is the FI of cider; fruity and 
delicious, it's devilishly drinkable and 
100 per cent natural. 

"We don't add any additives, sulphur 
or nitrogen," Charles Roberts, the 
brains behind Pickled Pig Cider, tells 
me. 

"We try to make cider the old 
fashioned way, we don't do modern!" 
he laughs, handing me a mug of his 
latest batch of New Season Porker. 



"Oh, this one smells like a Sauvignon 
Blanc," I remark, taking a gleeful sniff 
and a generous glug. Smooth and 
ever-so-palatable, with just a hint of 
fizz, the fruity cider has a luscious 
after-taste of pear drops. 

"That one's made from 
Worcester Pearmains and 
Discovery apples," Charles 
enthuses. "It was only pressed 
in October, so it's very young. 

People associate the West 
Country with cider, but East 
Anglia's ciders are much more 
wine-like. West Country ciders 
tend to be made with traditional 
cider varieties of apple, whereas 
East Anglian ciders are generally 
produced with eaters and 
cookers so they have a very 
different flavour." 

Father-of-two Charles, who lives 
in Stretham with his wife Laura and a 
menagerie of pigs and turkeys, runs his 
own management consultancy by day, 
but cider-making is his true vocation, 
and he's quite the authority. In fact, 
within minutes of me arriving at his 
imposing residence, located up a long 
gravel driveway, he's apologising in 
advance for blinding me with science. 

Fortunately I've swotted up on 
the delicate process of cider-making 
(go on, ask me about malolactic 
fermentation .. .), so when we wander 
over to the barn where the magic 
happens, I'm not completely out of my 
depth. 

I'm hit first by the rich fruity aroma 
of apples, then charmed by the sight of 
the traditional machinery, from the old 
wooden presses to the simple tumbler 
which washes the fruit before its juice 
is extracted. Everything is done entirely 
naturally and in line with Pickled Pig's 
ethos of "staying true to traditional 
methods and making cider with 
passion". 

"We put the cider into oak barrels, 
bourbon and whisky casks," Charles 



explains. "They 
will be in there for different 
periods of time depending on the cider. 
We ferment everything naturally and 
wait until it is just right. Some ciders 
are ready in six weeks, but most take 
three or four months. These will be 
best between May and September next 
year." 

Wandering past a stack of crates of 
old English apples that have just been 
delivered from an orchard in Bourn, 
soon to be transformed into a batch of 
Bourn Again, Charles tells me about 
how Pickled Pig came to fruition. 

"I've always loved cider. My mum 
grew up partly in Somerset, real cider 
country, which is where I tried my 
first taste in Bruton. I thought it was 
wonderful and have enjoyed West 
Country ciders ever since!" he beams. 

"We bought an apple press back 
in 2001 because we had a couple 
of apple trees in our garden and our 
neighbour also had lots of trees, and 
we worried we were wasting the fruit. 
We made five gallons of cider the first 
time." 


So how did 

he master the skills of brewing craft 
cider? "I read books. I'm passionate 
about old books so I read all the texts 
on cider making, some written in the 
18th century. I've learnt a lot from the 
old ways. Sometimes people are too 
inclined to intervene with things, to 
try and understand everything to the 
nth degree and from that knowledge 
comes the desire to manipulate. 
Whereas actually, if you understand the 
basic rules - which they certainly did 
in the 18th and 19th century - then 
you know enough to make a very fine 
cider." 

So fine was Charles's fruity creation 
that it was soon the talk of Camra 
(Campaign for Real Ale). 

"I took a jug of my cider over to The 
Red Lion pub across the road, because 
I know the landlord, and a lady from 
the Ely branch of Camra called Julie 
tried it. I remember her saying 'Well, 

I don't usually like cider, but I could 
drink yours'. She was organising the Ely 
Beer Festival so we put our first cider 


into that festival and the feedback was 
great; people really liked it. So after 
that we started taking the business a bit 
more seriously!" 

Since then Pickled Pig, named after 
the family's British Saddleback Pigs, 
who are rather fond of chowing down 
on the apple pulp from the barn 
(which once left them a bit 'pickled', 
but that's another story), has made 
between 1,400 and 1,500 gallons of 
cider each year. 

The taste, aroma and complexities 
of the cider alters with the seasons 
and apple selections, and there are at 
least eight quirkily titled tipples, from 
New Season Porker, a young medium 
cider made using three apple varieties 
grown within sight of Ely Cathedral (a 
fast fermentation captures the natural 
flavours and aromas of the fruit giving 
a fresh young appley cider), to Rum 
Cask, brewed in the autumn using two 
varieties of local dessert apples and 
juice from a few Lord Lambourne or 
Bramley cooking apples to balance 
acidity. 

This one is fermented slowly and 
stored in an oak barrel used to age and 
import rum from the Caribbean, with 
just a smidgeon of brown sugar added. 
There are also some lovely perries 
made from traditional pears, which 
have garnered several awards for the 
company. 

Charles sources his fruit locally, both 
to keep true to his East Anglian roots 
and to cut down food miles, the lion's 
share coming from an ageing orchard 
owned by Robert and Stuart Norman 
in Haddenham. "They have an English 
apple orchard, with lots of old English 
varieties, many of which are not 
commercially viable any more. We try 
and take any fruit that they've got and 
the upside of that is we get all the old 
fashioned varieties, things like Ellison's 
Orange, Pearl, Worcester Pearmains. 

"The best cider is made from fruit 
from impoverished trees; the harder

life the tree is getting the better 
cider it produces. That's to do 
with the nutrient content of the 
juice," Charles tells me. 

"You want the apples to 
have low nitrogen content as 
nitrogen feeds yeast and the 
more there is, particularly in 
commercial fruit, the faster 
the fermentation. And when it 
ferments really quickly, it drives 
off all the volatile compounds 
from the juice, so the barn 
smells lovely but the cider is 
thin. 

"The Normans don't put any 
fertilizer on the trees so the fruit 
will ferment more slowly, which 
is perfect," he explains. 

Pickled Pig's popularity has 
grown steadily over the years, 
with flagons of the moreish 
brew on sale locally at Stretham 
stores, 3At3 Delicatessen and 
Cafe and Allgoods Deli in Ely, 
and the cider stocked at some 
of the region's real ale pubs. 

In Cambridge, you can nurse 
a pint of Pickled Pig at The 
Haymakers in Chesterton, 

The Cambridge Blue, The 
Devonshire Arms, The Kingston 
Arms and The Red Lion at 
Histon. While further afield, 

The Townhouse and The 
Liberty Belle in Ely, The Railway 
Arms in Down ham Market and 
Five Miles From Anywhere in 
Upware are all enamoured 
with the brand. That's not 


to mention new Willingham 
micropub The Bank, and the 
regular farmers' markets and 
beer festivals (Cambridge, 
Norwich, Peterborough), where 
Charles's traditional thirst- 
quencher goes down a storm. 

"The pubs have been 
absolutely great. If I make a 
batch that's exceptionally good, 
I want to share it straight away 
because sometimes there will 
be a window of a few weeks 
when it will taste amazing, so 
it needs to get out there and 
be enjoyed. So I just call them 
up and say I've got something 
that's really good and they'll 
buy into that." 

Trudging around in green 
wellies, proudly showing me 
this season's crop of Jonga 
Red and Golden Delicious, 
and insisting I taste the 
goods, Charles is clearly very 
passionate about Picked Pig. 
"It's just so wonderful when 
you get really good 
fruit and you have 
the anticipation of 
wondering what cider 
it is going to make. 

And I love the fact 
the cider changes 
throughout the year, 
so the flavour is always 
different," he smiles. 

"We'll often have a glass 
with dinner because it's nice 
to pair with food. Some new 


season ciders you can drink with 
dessert, maybe a nice apple 
crumble, because they're sweet 
enough to offset the acidity of 
the crumble." 

Charles continues to run 
his management consultancy, 
but the dream would be to 
turn full-time cider maker one 
day. "It's frustrating sometimes 
to not have as much time 
to dedicate to it as I would 
like, but it's a nice hobby at 
the moment. It's completely 
different to work; it's great 
to come home after a long 
hard day, have a glass of cider 
and go down to the barn and 
immediately switch off. 

"My son is at university 
at the moment so when he 
finishes, I'm hoping he might 
be interested in taking up the 
business. That would be nice." 

For now, spreading a bit of 
love for cider-making is reward 
enough for Charles and his 
burgeoning enterprise. 

"It's why I do it. It's 
lovely when you make 
a batch of cider that's 
absolutely amazing 
and you see people 
drinking it and their 
face lights up and you 
get that smile and think 
'Yeah'!" he enthuses. "It's just 
wonderful to have resurrected 
the tradition of great craft cider¬ 
making in East Anglia."

Building work begins 
to revamp St Mary’s 


WORK has begun on revamping 
a church in Burwell after more 
than two years of fundraising. 

Contractors moved into St 
Mary’s Church, on the High 
Street, earlier this week to begin 
the work after numerous fund¬ 
raising campaigns in the local 
area and a grant of £35,350 from 
Waste Recycling Environmental 
Limited (WREN). 

With its Building to Serve 
Appeal and the grant, the 
church has met its target of 
£190,000 early, allowing build¬ 
ing work to begin.

The church is set to be given a 
new kitchen and toilets, includ¬ 
ing one with disabled access, a 
second floor in the tower to be 
used as an office, and two ves¬ 
tries will be refurbished to pro¬ 
vide a meeting room and stor¬ 
age. 

The Rev Dr Eleanor Williams 
said: “St Mary’s is very much at 
the heart of the community in 
Burwell and we want it to be as 
warm, welcoming and comfort¬ 


able as possible for all who visit. 

“Over the last few years we’ve 
seen more and more groups and 
individuals using our wonder¬ 
ful building, and as the village 
grows so will the demand for its 
use. 

“The fundraising efforts over a 
relatively short period have 
demonstrated the huge support 
we’ve received from many 
within the village as well as 
organisations such as WREN 
and we’re incredibly thankful 
to everyone involved in the 
appeal.” 


Further building work, includ¬ 
ing the installation of mains 
drainage, will take place in 
mid-April with an official open¬ 
ing planned for the end of May. 

Sarah Gosling, WREN’s grant 
manager for Cambridgeshire 
and Norfolk, said: “We’re 
delighted to support St Mary’s 
Building to Serve project, which 
once completed will make a 
huge difference to the local 
community of this growing vil¬ 
lage. 

“We look forward to its com¬ 
pletion in just a few months.”

Cambridge Corn Exchange debut as part 
of this year’s News-backed Cambridge 
Classical Concert Series. ANDREW BURTON 
spoke to concert director Kyra Humphries about 
what lies in store... 

What does playing the violin mean to 
you? 

I find music completely sustaining. Words 
just can't express it. With music, you can 
experience everything, from joy and despair 
to playfulness and excitement. It gives you the 
chance to express all of those emotions, and 
to do it communally, which seems increasingly 
important these days as we all seem so busy. 

I really enjoy creating music with a group of 
people. 

This performance has no conductor. What 
difference does that make? 

It means that all the musicians have a little 
more responsibility than usual. Everyone needs 
to be really tuned in to what's going on and to 
adjust musically to how their fellow musicians 
are playing. We all have to be really listening 
and contributing. We all do this anyway when 
a conductor is present but without a conductor 
it heightens the way we all listen. 

How do you manage to play violin and 
direct the ensemble at the same time? 

We play together all the time; we're a very 
close-knit group. We are the only 'contract' 
chamber orchestra in the country, which means 
we are all salaried, rather than being hired per 
concert. So we know each other very well, 
both musically and personally. This makes it 
easier to respond to how people are playing. 


We are a team and it really helps that we 
understand one another before we even start. 

Tell me about the programme you'll be 
playing on the night. 

I've always loved Mozart. I grew up listening 
to Mozart operas. He's my Desert Island 
composer. The Violin Concerto I'll be playing 
(No. 4) definitely has operatic characters in 
the themes. It's always a joy to play Mozart. 

His music appears incredibly simple but at the 
same time is very complex. The Saint-Saens' 
Cello Concerto No.1 which soloist Natalie Clein 
will be playing is an example of a composer 
wearing his heart on his sleeve. I love that 
concerto; it's very youthful and exuberant 
which in a way links it to the Mozart pieces 
we'll be playing. Barber's Adagio for Strings is 
hugely expressive, and Mozart's Symphony No 
29, which ends the concert, is a dear old friend 
for me as it's the first whole Mozart symphony 
I ever played. 

The concert opens with Barber's Adagio 
for Strings. What is it about this piece that 
so connects with people? 

It's really hard to put it into words. It's quite 
epic, even though it's quite short. When you 
get to the climax of the piece, you feel as if 
you've travelled a long way in a short space 
of time. It's an extraordinary piece of music, 
which goes straight to people's emotions. It's 
also very beautiful. 

Can you tell me about Royal Northern 
Sinfonia as a whole? 

We are a very versatile ensemble. Each 
musician plays chamber music throughout the

year and we also do quite a lot of 
contemporary music such as the 'late 
mix' sessions at Sage Gateshead where 
we're based. As a chamber orchestra 
we play lots of Beethoven, Hadyn, 
Schumann, Mozart and Brahms. We also 
play quite a lot of Baroque music, so our 
musical output is extremely varied. 

Do you have any connections with 
Cambridge? 

I have several musical friends who 
went to Cambridge but I was on the 
other side; I did a Maths degree in 
Oxford. 

What's the link between maths and 
music for you? 

People always say there's a 
connection between the two but I'm not 
sure. They both have a relationship with 
purity and they are both a language of 
sorts. But for me, all I know is that I've 
always loved playing music and have 
also always loved maths. 

What advice would you give 
to any young, aspiring musicians 
contemplating a professional career 
in music? 

You need to practice very hard and be 
very technically able because these days 
it's very competitive. But really, I would 
advise people to remember that it's the 
music that's the most important thing: 
if the music isn't living and breathing 
and expressive then no matter how 
good your technique is, it won't mean 
anything. You've got to 'speak' to your 
audience, and speak personally through 
your music when you play. Try to find 
your voice and stay true to what that 
is. It's also really important to listen to 
lots of music and lots of different artists. 
Remain focused but also aim to keep 
musical breadth. 

If you could take yourself back 
in time and be present at the first 


performance of any piece of classical 
music in history, which would you 
choose? 

The Rite of Spring by Stravinsky. That 
whole period was so extraordinary. It 
was a time when music was changing 
very rapidly. The combination of the 
art, the dance and the music at that 
first performance must have made for 
an electrifying night. Stravinsky is one 
of my top five composers; I think he 
has everything. He also wrote brilliantly 
about music and art. He wrote about 


how you need boundaries and structure 
in order to be free and he really 
understood the connection between 
discipline and artistic expression. That 
really resonates with me: you can't 
have freedom by simply being wild and 
disorganised; you need some order 
in your life, in your work and in your 
art in order to be the most expressive 
you can be. He wrote a series of little 
essays about this and so another 
piece of advice I might offer aspiring 
musicians is to read those essays! If I 


went further back in history, it would be 
the Beethoven Violin Concerto. There 
are accounts of people interrupting the 
piece, clapping and booing. It's hard 
now to imagine those days of concert¬ 
giving and what it must have been 
like! It must have been such a wild 
experience and the music must have 
been sublime.

Walking 
in winter 


I t's time to put down those left-overs, don your 
boots and take a bracing walk through a winter 
garden bursting with vibrant stem colour, 
interesting barks, blossoming bulbs and wafts of 
winter scent. 

Some walks should provide plenty of inspiration 
to gardeners. RHS curators 
Colin Crosbie, from RHS 
Garden Wisley in Surrey, 
and Paul Cook, from RHS 
Garden Harlow Carr in North 
Yorkshire, offer their own 
favourite winter gardens to 
explore... 

Paul Cook recommends: 

RHS Garden Harlow Carr, 

North Yorkshire (www.rhs. 
org.uk) 

"This year at Harlow Carr 
we've extended our existing winter walk, which 
runs east to west to catch the best of the morning 
and late afternoon sun which lights up the fiery 
stems and outlines the sculptural shapes of 
the bare trees. Clipped yew and a backbone of 
conifers and berrying shrubs lend a formal tone to 
the vibrant cornus and salix stems, Iris reticulata 
and daphnes under-planted with heathers. The 
walk becomes less formal as it leads into the 
beautiful mature woodlands, where giant trees are 


outlined against the wintry sky and snowdrops, 
winter aconite cluster below and around boulders 
cloaked in moss and lichens." 

Dunham Massey, Cheshire (www.nationaltrust. 
org.uk) 

"Dunham Massey provides a much-needed 
burst of scent and colour to 
walkers and garden lovers alike 
in the coldest months. Glowing¬ 
stemmed silver birches, acers 
and dogwoods are set off by 
shrubs and evergreens and, after 
Christmas, a mass of snowdrops, 
iris and cyclamen carpet the 
ground. Ornamental Japanese 
trees mingle with witch hazels 
and scents waft about the 
garden." 

Cambo Gardens, Scotland 
(www.camboestate.com) 

"Plenty of winter gardens are known for their 
snowdrops, but at Cambo in Scotland, they do 
things a little differently. A beautiful walled garden 
where the herbaceous plantings and grasses 
are left standing, delicate seedheads and stems 
outlined in frost, is a great start. It's the 70 acres 
of beautiful deciduous woodland full of snowdrops 
that is the real star attraction though. Meandering 
through them in late winter and early spring

along the woodland stream is a pleasure not to be 
missed." 

Colin Crosbie recommends: 

RHS Garden Wisley, Surrey (www.rhs.org.uk) 

"Our new winter walk runs through the most 
accessible part of Wisley, providing 10 points of 
interest for visitors to amble along and discover. 
The path winds around the lake, which is very still 
and reflects the trees and colourful stems. On 
clear days, the blaze of flame coloured cornus, 
salix and white-stemmed brambles are mirrored 
back in the water - doubling the effect. Winter 
is a real spectacle of glowing berries and flowers, 
with beautiful sweet scents, glossy peeling barks, 
sculptural trees and bulb circles." 

Bodnant Garden, North Wales (www. 
nationaltrust.org.uk) 

"Bodnant is another new winter garden and 
is well worth a visit. Its setting looking over the 
River Conwy and towards the Snowdonia range 


is hard to top and provides a glorious backdrop to 
the botanical collection. The new winter garden is 
set in a slight hollow so that it keeps the fragrant 
scents of daphnes and lonicera cupped within it 
and the low winter sunlight catches the vibrant 
stems of cornus and rubus. It also has a huge 
collection of snowdrops. " 

Colesbourne Park, Gloucestershire (opens 
January 31) (www.colesbournegardens.co.uk): 

"The snowdrop collection at Colesbourne 
Park is probably the finest in England. But this 
garden has more than just snowdrops. Its well 
laid-out beds are also full of primulas, hellebores, 
cyclamen, crocus, snowflakes and aconites to add 
winter interest. It is ringed with woodland full of 
beech, Norway spruce, sycamores and maples 
and a small - and famously blue - lake makes for 
pretty viewing. Don't miss the magnificent drift 
of Galanthus 'S. Arnott' that makes Colesbourne 
famous."
